Roadwork in Nameoki 
Township was to resume today 
following the settlement at noon 
yesterday of a strike of nearly 
four months by township high- 
way department workers. 

The workers, members of 
Teamsters’ Local 525 of Alton, 
walked off their jobs March 7 
after failing to reach agreement 
with Highway Commissioner 
Albert Bell on_an initial con- 
tract. They voted to unionize 
earlier in the year and never 
had a contract 

Bell, his attorney and union 
representatives reached 
agreement on a one-year ten- 
tative contract Tuesday af- 
ternoon and strikers met on the 
Nameoki Township parking lot 
at 11 a.m. yesterday to discuss 
the document. 

Bell said he received word as 
the meeting broke up at noon 
yesterday that the contract had 
been ratified by the five strikers 
at the meeting. Six other 
employes, who did not attend, 
were notified yesterday by 
registered mail that they could 
return to their jobs today. 

Some of the employes are 
believed to have accepted other 
jobs during the strike and may 
not return to their highway 
posts. The number which will 
return by the end of the week 
will determine how many others 
must be hired to return the 
department to its full work 
force of 11, Bell said. 

Bell said work today would 
center mainly on preparing 
equipment to resume work, but 
said some highway patching 
could begin this afternoon. The 
township roads have become 
quilted with chuckholes during 
the period they have been 
unattended. 

‘The amount of patching which 
will take place today and 
tomorrow will depend upon the 
availability of materials, Bell 
said, noting that the Teamsters’ 
strike against the construction 
industry has caused a shortage 
of road materials in this area. 

The new one-year contract 
calls for the average worker 
with one year of experience to 
receive $3.90 per hour in wages 
and 10-cents per hour in in- 
surance, up $1 from the basic $3 
per hour scale before the strike 
began. 

The mechanic and working 
foreman receive an increase of 
50 cents per hour, from $4.25 
before the strike ot $4.75 now, 
according to Bell. 

His figures differed slightly 
with figures discussed at 
Monday night's Nameoki 
Township meeting in which 
former wages of from $2.50 to 


$3.40 were mentioned. 

Following the settlement, Bell 
commented, “I have always 
been anxious to get the strike 
over with. I think everything 
will work out fine, now that we 
have it settled. I would like to 
thank all the people of Nameoki 
for their patience during the 
strike.” 


During Monday night’s 
township meeting, the town- 
ship’s auditors, Supervisor 
Louis Whitsell and numerous 
members of the audience called 
for Bell and Dave McFarland, 
who represents, the workers for 
Local 525, to negotiate im- 
mediately for a speedy end to 
the strike.

Auditor Kenneth Gieson 
commented, “I just wonder if 
it’s possible for the men to come 
back to work until a contract is 
signed with a guarantee that 
any increases will be made 
retroactive to the date they 
returned to work.”” 

McFarland said that was up 
to the men and he would ask

Annexation — 
‘war' pledged

Armed with an opinion from 
the Madison County  state’s 
attorney's office, Nameoki 
Township auditors Monday 
night ‘declared war’’ on recent 
and planned Granite City an- 
nexations of Nameoki Township 
property. 

The opinion indicates that a 
Granite City proposal to annex 
property for Northland Estates 
4 and 5. subdivisions may not 
legally be approved, the Board 
of Auditors was told during a 
regular meeting. 

The opinion, prepared by 
Michael J. Meehan, a law 
student intern in the state’s 
attorney’s office, says that 
while state law allows special 
provisions for strip annexations 
to bring schools into cities, the 
boundaries of the schools can 
not be used as. the city’s 
boundaries in making ad- 
ditional annexations. 

Louis Whitsell, township 
supervisor, told the board, “It 
seems like they (Granite City 
aldermen) are trying to en- 
circle Wilshire and Parkview 

+Estates. It’s pretty  ob- 
vious . . . I think we should file 
suits to stop this once and for 
all.” 


“If they are successful, the 
rest of the township will have to 
come up with more money to 
maintain our services. The 
areas Granite City is annexing 
are the areas with concrete 
streets and which require little 
upkeep,” the supervisor said. 

“That’s why we are going to 
have to fight it. We can’t let it 
happen,” Whitsell concluded. 

In addition to plans to annex 
the new Northland Estates 
property, Granite City last 
week annexed 22.6 acres of 
Nameoki Township east of 


Worthen Park for a subdivision _ 


there, and recently annexed two 
vacant lots in the Steelecrest 
Subdivision. 

Also being protested by the 
township are the former an- 
nexations of the Archer Daniels 
Midland Co. soybean processing 
plant on Cargill Road, 
Maryville and Grigsby schools 
and other. areas. Granite City 
High School North, which the 
city also annexed, is in 
Chouteau Township. 

Whitsell later _ stated, 
“Granite City is taking ad- 
vantage of our situation here — 
the highway strike and 
everything.”

“If that is allowed to happen

The report noted numerous 
studies recommending the site 
near Waterloo as most suitable 
for a new St. Louis area air 
facility. 

Rep. Price said he regrets 
having to oppose his Missouri 
colleagues who want further 
study of a Missouri site, but he 
believes that the merits of the 
case support the Illinois 
location. If the studies had 
recommended a Missouri site, 
the Congressman said he would 
have accepted that decision. 

Rep. Price said there is no 
justification for further study of 
the airport.

Cong. Price chairman of. the 
Joint Committee on Atomic 
Energy, has asked senators and 
representatives to await the 


development of a significant 
amount of information before 
they take a definitive position 
on President Nixon’s announced 
intentions respecting 
cooperative nuclear power 
agreements with Egypt and 
Israel. 

The Congressman said law 
requires that the proposed 
agreements be submitted to the 
Joint Committee for 30 days 
while Congress is in session. 
During that time, he said, the 
committee “will make every 
effort to accommodate the 
wishes of members of Congress 
for information or conveyance 
of their views.” 

Following the Joint Com- 
mittee's consideration of these 
views, the committee will 
report its recommendation to 
the House and Senate. 

Rep. Price pointed out that 
the United States currently is 
party to30 bilateral agreements 
with 29 countries for 
cooperatign in the peaceful uses 
of atomic energy.

In August of 1969 he wore 
metal-rimmed glasses and 
spoke terse, and demanding 
instructions as he prepared the 
Warrior squad for battle as its 
14th coach. 

On his arrival, the school had 
gathered a two-year overall 
record of 0-15-3 and a 0-12-2 
Southwestern Conference 
standing mark. 

The 1969 team ended the 
superb season in a tie for 
second with East St. Louis in the 
conference—both had 4-2 
records—shattering a three- 
year school habit of placing 
last. The Warriors were 5-3 
overall that year.

Conference 
competition, having been 
football coach at Wood River 
before coming to Granite City. 

He came into the conference

In two seasons under 
Williams’ tenure the Warriors- 
built a 13-4 conference record 
and contended for the con- 
ference championship each 
year. 

The 1970 season saw him lead 
the Warriors to an 8-1 overall 
record, losing their only game 
to eventual conference 
champion Alton. 

Going into the 1973 season 
Granite City High had an im- 
pressive three-year record of 
18-6-1.

develop. 

Bell said he was unable to 
accept the first contract offer 
because it was ‘‘All for the men. 
There was nothing to protect the 
people in any way. I didn’t want 
tosell the people down the drain 
to sign a contract with my 
workers.”" 

The retroactive pay issue did 
not present a problem since the 
men struck only three days 
after the start of the first pay 
period since unionizing and the 
new contract provides for 
retroactive pay for those three 
days, Bell said. 

One issue which many felt 
was stopping negotiations was 
the method of determining 
seniority. Rumors that Bell 
wanted to draw names to 
determine seniority was 
disputed by the highway 
commissioner, who said, “I 
always agreed that seniority 
should be determined by the 
date hired.” The new 
agreement also uses that 
method. 

Bell also disagreed with 
rumors that he was willing to 
pay workers for holidays only if 
the employe was “‘on call” and 
available for immediate duty in 
an emergency. 

“All I ever said was that the 
men should be available on the 
day before and the day after the 
holiday, in order to qualify for 
holiday pay, and that still 


stands in the new contract,” 


Bell explained. 

Bell said the long delay in 
reaching agreement was 
caused by an unwillingness by 
the union to _ continue 
negotiating, once allowing more 
than two weeks to pass before 
notifying him that a proposal 
was unacceptable. 

McFarland blamed Bell for 
the delays, saying, “‘We had a 
contract (before the strike)—or 
thought we had. Evidently we 
did not, It was printed. and we 
sat down to have it signed and

He continued, “These school 
tracts, though properly an- 
nexed, are a questionable basis 
for further city expansion. In 
simple terms, the annexed 
school lands (Maryville School) 
are not, at this point, the. nor- 
theastern boundary of Granite 
City.” 

The opinion continued, 
“Courts have ruled that the 
legislature intended the term 
‘contiguous’ to mean that the 
territory to be annexed — 
Northland Estates 4 — have a 
substantial common boundary 
with the city. The proposed 
annexation must have a com- 
mon .border of reasonable 
length or width, or must touch 
or adjoin the annexing 
municipality in a reasonable, 
substantial, physical sense. 

“Clearly, Northland Estates 4 
does not fulfill these judicial 
requisites,” according to the 
opinion. 

Regarding the city’s 
authority to approve projects 
within one and one-half miles of 
the city limits, Meehan said, . 
“The 142 mile limit for required 
Land Use Committee approval 
extends from the boundaries of 
the city proper, and not from 
the isolated school tracts.’” 

Northland Estates 4 and 5 are 
located in an area between 
D’Lynn and Shirlene drives and 
Hamilton Drive and Harrison 
Avenue. It touches the city 
boundaries created by the 
annexation of Maryville School 
on Maryville Road. 

Whitsell asked Vasileff if, in 
the attorney’s opinion, the 
annexation of the 22.8 acres east 
of Worthen Park could be 
considered strip annexation and 
Vasileff responded, “‘I think so.

that although they have moved 
their plant from Venice, they 
still feel a civic obligation and 
rather than'sell the land they 
decided to deed it to Venice 
because it is to be used for a 
civic center. 

Negotiations with the com- 
pany began in. November 1972 
when the late Mayor Lee asked 
Reidelberger to learn the cost of 
acquiring the property. 

Foley said the housing 
authority was interested in the 
location as it is next to the Lee 
Wright Homes project, within 
two blocks of the Viola Jones 
project and only four blocks 
from the Venice Homes project. 

Foley explained that a 100 foot 
by 100 foot recreation type 
bulene will be constructed in 
addition to office space for 
several non-profit 
organizations, such as a day 
care center, senior citizens 
facilities and space for the 
Church Women United. 

Foley said he offered 
office space to the Salvation 
Army but they declined.

A report was read at the

Area water table major 
problem, report says 


Representatives of six 
counties and three cities in this 
bi-state area have submitted 
reports to the Metro Study 
Advisory and Interagency 
Coordinating Committee 
(AICC), indicating stormwater 
control and runoff, rising 
groundwater levels, interior 
drainage and erosion as the 
most serious water resource 
problems in their respective 
areas. 

‘The 22-member group, which 
will guide study development to 
meet the needs of agencies 
throughout the region, will 
consider details of the reports at 
future meetings. AICC mem- 
bers are appointees of the Metro 
Study Executive Board, 
composed of governmental 
leaders of major bi-state 
geographic areas and ap- 
propriate state, regional and 
federal agencies. 

The rising level of un- 
derground water which supplies 
wells and springs was identified 
by committee members 
representing Madison, Monroe 
and St. Clair counties and East 
St. Louis and Granite City as the’ 
most serious water resource 
problem in the Illinois area. 

The groundwater level, which 
has been Fising continuously in 
the past year, has a direct, 
adverse effect on underground 
utilities and sewer systems. In 
addition, Monroe and St. Clair 
counties. are concerned over 
interior drainage problems, 
resulting from water which 
backs up and stands in fields 
and lowlands. 


In St. Louis County, the main 
concern is reported to be 
stormwater control and runoff, 
coupled with. erosion and 
flooding in the county’s 27 
watersheds. Work amounting to 
$6.5 million is planned or under 
way to combat the problems 
and will be considered during 
the study. 

The City of St. Louis’ 
representative noted the 
problem of backwater flooding 
in the vicinity of River Des 
Peres and submitted a written 
report on other problems. 
Written reports also« were 
submitted by Franklin and St. 
Charles counties for future 
consideration. 

‘The local reports are part of 
the Metro Study’s efforts to 
avoid duplication of or ‘conflict 
with existing studies or 
programs. The Illinois agencies 
indicated they will work with 
the Southwestern _ Illinois 
Metropolitan Area Planning 
Commission to pinpoint 
problem areas and coordinate 
investigatiqgs and planning 
with study efforts. East-West 
Gateway Coordinating Council 
also will provide coordination 
between the Metro Study and 
respective counties and cities. 

Col. T. Roger Peterson, 
district engineer of the St. Louis 
District, U. S. Army Corps of 
Engineers, which is coor- 
dinating the $2 million federally 
funded study, noted that full 
participation by all agencies 
involved in water resource 
management is the key to the 
planning effort.

Broad participation urged 


in school advisory 


Active participation on the 
Citizens Advisory Council of the 
Granite City School District will 
determine the success and 
extent of community input into 
the school program, B. J. Davis, 
superintendent of schools, told 
the Rotary Club in its regular 
noon luncheon meeting at the 
YMCA Tuesday. 

Noting that the advisory 
group is made up of 
representatives of 15 
organizations, including service 
clubs, labor, parent groups, 
students, business and 
educators, Davis told the club: 

“In January of 1973, under 
guidelines issued by the Office 
of, the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, this district along 
with the other school districts in 
Illinois embarked upon a new 
direction in public education. 

“The first emphasis was to 
establish attainable goals 
toward which a school district 
would work. These goals were 
divided into system goals and 
student goals. This was not a 
new concept within itself but 
rather a more formal approach. 

“Schools have always known 
the ultimate goal - the education 
of a child to his or her highest 
potential. 

“But now this is being for- 
mally documented into various 
categories with target dates for 
progress analysis. 

“The second thrust of this 
effort is to gain the par- 
ticipation and input of the local 
lay citizenry. 

“The Board of Education set 
up the mechanism for this 
participation by establishing a 
Citizen Advisory Council made 
up of representatives of 15 
organizations including service 
clubs, labor, parent groups, 
students, _ business, and 
educators. Each group selected 
its own representatives. 
Beginning in May, 1973 this 
group began to function. 

“After its organization, the 
council began initial drafts of 
system and student goals. After 
refining these they were placed 
in questionnaire form and 
distributed to the public for 
their evaluation of how the

Regner, with considerable 
understatement, said the four 
hearings held in central and 
northern Illinois have pro- 
duced @ ‘negative reaction.” 

it’s about 40 to one against 
it,” he said.

“We probably would get the 
same beef from school people, 
but not to the same extent as if 
we held their elections with 
state and national elections,” 
he said. 

‘Without consolidation, Reg- 
ner sees no way of making 
major cuts in election ex- 
penses but says there are 
some areas where “‘you can 
pick away a little here and a 
little there.” 

‘He noted the legislature last 
year approved his bill etimi- 
nating the need to post two 
election notices in each pre- 
cinct, an ex- 
pense since elections are 
widely publicized in the news 
media. That saved $200,000 in 
Cook County alone. He plans 
to introduce new legislature to 
eliminate the same posting 
requirement for in-precinct 
registrations. 

But election officials gener- 
ally see little hope of curbing 
costs without consolidation.

Warns of fireworks ban 


Legal use of fireworks in the 
Quad-City area may lead to 
fines ranging from $5 to $100, 
Granite City Chief of Police 
Ronald Veizer reminded 
residents today. 

Veizer said city ordinances 
prohibit the use of all fireworks, 
except sparklers, in Granite 
City, and similar ordinances 
prohibit the use of nearly all 
fireworks in the county and in 
the other cities of the Quad-City 
area. 

‘This will be the last Fourth of 
July Holiday season when 
sparklers will be allowed, he 
said. A new federal law 
prohibits the saleand use of all 
types of fireworks, but the ef- 
fective date of the law has been 
postponed past the holiday this 
year to allow manufacturers 


and sellers of fireworks to 
dispose of their stocks. 

Veizer emphasized that, 
although enforcement of the 
federal law has been postponed, 
city ordinance 27.301 still 
prohibits the use of 
firecrackers, cherry bombs, 
smoke bombs and all 
pyrotechnic devices as well as 
other forms of fireworks. 


He said the law will be en- 
forced strictly and all calls 
concerning fireworks will be 
answered with citations issued 
where necessary. Each in- 
fraction of the law may be 
considered a separate offense, 
he explained. 

The law also pertains to 
selling and storing fireworks, he 
added.

The son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Ross Boone of Hills- 
boro, Boone began his 
working career in his 
parents’ family shoe 
store, and his talent for 
salesmanship in many dif- 
ferent lines has sustained 
the expense of a_nine- 
year college education.

Professionally qualified Madison ‘County Review Board has an opportunity 
to accentuate fair property assessments and satisfaction among taxpayers 


‘Taxpayers can be happy—if that 
is possible in this era of in- 
flation—that increased 
professionalism has been injected 
into the Madison County Board of 
Review. 

Contrary to the belief that vir- 
tually complete authority is vested 
in the office of township assessor, 
the Review Board has the final word 
on the taxable value of real estate 
and personal property (subject to 
the state-set multiplier, which has 
been “1” in this county for many 
years). 

This authority extends not only 
to balancing assessment levels bet- 

* ween townships but also to making 
adjustments between valuations of 
property within each township. 

In the past, the Board of Review 
has consisted of the Madison County 
Board chairman and two appointed 
individuals. No more than two of the 
three could be members of the same 

. Those serving until this 
month were Chairman Nelson 
Hagnauer, Granite City, Don 
McLean, Edwardsville, and Virgil 
Bardelmeier, Pin Oak Township. 

A new state law stipulates that 
the board members must have 
specific qualifications, as_deter- 
mined written examinations 
given by the Illinois Department of 
Local Government Affairs. The 
three on the board did not take the 
examination, but 12 others did and 
six le 

The new Review Board chosen 
from the six by Chairman Hagnauer 
and confirmed by the County Board 
consists of Andrew Gitchoff, 56, 
Granite City Democrat, operator of 
a realty and insurance company; 
Gilbert’ Heil, 44, Alton Republican, 
an agent for a Godfrey real estate 
firm; and Robert Coultas, 47, Ed- 
wardsville Democrat, operator of an 
insurance-realty agency. Gitchoff, 
chairman, will serve two years and 


the others were named to_one-year 
terms. 

While each is closely associated 
with the real estate field, this was 
virtually mandated by the new law. 
Each has signed an ethics statement 
certifying that he will not allow his 
private business activities to conflict 
with the $40-a-day, 15-cents-a-mile 
public office. 

Political affiliations are not non- 
existent on the new board. Heil is a 
brother of County Board Member 
James Heil. Gitchoff is a cousin of 
Circuit Judge John Gitchoff, and 
Coultas is said.to have political ties 
with retiring County Clerk Eulalia 
Hotz. But their familiarity with 
property values is undeniable, and 
there is every hope that they will 
exercise the judgment and deter- 
mination necessary to achieve a 
high degree of fairness in 
assessments. 

Valuations on homes, 
possessions, land, businesses and in- 
dustrial plants collectively form the 
tax base utilized by city, school, 
township, park, fire, levee and coun- 
ty governmental agencies for part of 
their financing. Actual taxing levels 
are set by the boards of those agen- 
cies in the form of leviés; the latter 
are applied against the total tax 
base to set the rates, which then are 
multiplied against individual 
assessments to find the amount 
owed by each taxpayer. 

It has been observed that 
dissatisfaction with taxation is 
reduced if there is widespread belief 
that all people are paying their fair 
sharé, rather than authorities 
leaving an inappropriately heavy 
burden on some property owners by 
giving special advantages to others. 

The Review Board’s opportunity 
to curb inequities and bolster 
citizens’ confidence in government 
is immense. It is an opportunity that 
must not be missed.

Hartigan points out that the 
council was ‘‘mandated” at the 
(Democratic national convention 
and “part of this will key into 
the mini-convention in Kansas 
City, Mo. this December.”

Safeguards in 
nuclear pacts 


Congressman Melvin Price of 
this district, chairman of the 
Joint Committee on Atomic 
Energy, has made the following 
statement on the floor of the 
U.S. House of Representatives: 

Considerable interest has 
been generated by the 
President’s announced in- 
tention on June 14 to enter into a 
cooperative nuclear power 
agreement with Egypt, and his 
statement June 17 indicating 
that a similar type of 
arrangement would be 
negotiated with Israel. 

As chairman of the Joint 
Committee on Atomic Energy, I 
am particularly sensitive to the 
concerns, opinions and interest 
of members of the House and of 
the Senate in regard to these 
important matters. 

I want to assure my fellow 
representatives and senators 
that the Joint committee will be 
appropriately responsive to any 
desire on their part to be ap- 
prised of developments con- 
cerning these matters and to 
have an opportunity to convey 
their views to the Committee in 
the course of the Committee's 
consideration of any 
arrangements that may be 
proposed. 

At this very preliminary 
stage, it may be helpful if I 
describe the general 
background of this situation— 

Pursuant to Sec. 123 and 
related provisions of the Atomic 
Energy Act of 1954, as amen- 
ded, agreements involving 
export of special nuclear 
material or nuclear reactors 
may not be undertaken unless 
and until statutorily required 
steps are taken. 

First, the Atomic Energy 
Commission must submit to the 
President a proposed 
agreement for cooperation, 
together with its recom- 
mendations. 

‘The submitted proposal must 
include (1) the terms, con- 
ditions, duration, nature and 
scope of the proposed 
cooperation, (2) a guarantee by 
the other party that the security 
safeguards and standards 
provided for in the agreement 
will be maintained and (3) 
certain other guarantees by 
such party respécting use of_ 
special materials and their 
unavailability to unauthorized 
persons. 

Secondly, the President must 
approve the proposed 
agreement, following a written 
determination by him that its 
implementation would promote, 
and would not constitute an 
unreasonable risk to, the 
common defense and: security. 

Thirdly, the proposed 
agreement for cooperation, 
together with the. President’s 
approval and determination, 
must be submitted to the Joint 
Committee for a period of 30 
days while Congress is in 
session. 

The Joint Committee will 
issue a public announcement, 
and I will inform this body, 
when the Committee receives a 
submission of a proposed 
agreement for cooperation with 
Egypt, and with Israel, and the 
Committee will make every 
effort to accommodat® the 
wishes of members of Congress 
for information or conveyance 
of their views. 


Following the Joint Com- 
mittee’s consideration of such 
submittal, a report will be madé 
to the House and to the Senate of 
the Committee’s recom- 
mendations. 

Meanwhile—and pending any 
submittals to the Joint, Com- 
mittee—the Committee will see 
to it that it is kept fully and 
currently informed of 
developments arising in the 
course of the negotiation of 
potential agreements for 
cooperation with Egypt and 
fsrael, and I will keep this body 
appropriately informed of 
apparent progress. 

To date, negotiations have not 
yet begun. They may not 
commence for several ‘weeks. 

I anticipate that a number of 
intrinsic features—particularly 
the inclusion of carefully 
devised, stringent safeguards 
requirements—will take some 
time to negotiate. Protraction 
and difficulties may well -be 
encountered in the course of the 
negotiations, despite the best of 
intentions on all sides. 

I have been assured that 
restricted data will definitely 
not be involved in the an- 
ticipated agreements, so this 
important aspects will not be 
part of any difficulties in the 
negotiations. : 

From the considerable’ 
platform of my experience with 
theSe matters for almost three 
decades, I strongly recommend 
to my fellow members in the 
Congress that we await the 
development of a significant 
core of hard information— 
preferably - the statutorily 
required submissions of any 
proposed agreements for 
cooperation—before _ reacting 
legislatively or definitively in 
any way to the President's 
announced intentions respec- 
ting cooperative nuclear power 
agreements -with Egypt and 
Israel. 

Congress will have ample 
time to respond to ary such 
proposed agreement in a 
manner it determines to be 
necessary or advisable in the 
nati interest. 

I would: like to add the 
following items of related 
background interest: 

1. Egypt has a small research 
reactor, obtained from the 
Soviet Union (USSR). It is a 
2MW thermal reactor which 
began operation in 1961. Such a 
reactor produces. plutonium, 
but in such small amounts as to 
have no practical value as a 
source of material for weapons. 
The reactor is not subject’ to 
International Atomic Energy 
Agency safeguards. 

Pursuant to a cooperative 
agreement with Israel, for 
nuclear research (which ex- 
cludes power reactors), the U.S. 
furnished Israel with a small 
research reactor of 5MW 
thermal capacity using highly 
enriched uranium. 

Such a_ reactor began 
operation in 1960. It is subject to 
IAEA saf ze 

Israel also has a 26MW 
thermal natural uranium, 
heavy water moderated 
reactor, known as the Dimona 
reactor. This reactor was ob- 
tained from France, and began 
operat in 1963. 

The reactor is capable of 
producing up to about 8

Walker urges coal-to-oil 
plant in Wood River area 


Gov. Dan Walker assured the 
National Coal Association's 57th 
annual convention last week in 
Washington that Illinois is going 
all-out to dévelop the largest 
bituminous deposit of coal in the 
country. 

Walker said “‘peace”’ 
headlines from the Mideast, 
which could prove illusory, 
have not and will not end the 
world energy shortage. 

“Let's keep talking; let’s 
keep planning; and let’s keep 
acting on coal,” Walker told the 
convention. 

“Coal as gas, coal as liquid, 
and coal as coal. Let's develop 
this tremendous energy 
source.” 

Walker emphasized his belief 
that use of coal can be increased

Eads Bridge dedicated | 
July 4, 100 years ago 


Most Illinoisans celebrated 
the Fourth of July, 1874, with 
picnics and fireworks, but the 
big event of that day was the 
opening of the Illinois and St.

The Rock Island Argus 
reported that “‘the day was, 
unpleasantly hot,” the Peoria 
Daily Transcript said ‘‘the heat 
was intense and dust covered 
everything,” but the 
Bloomington Pantagraph found 
that “‘most Bloomingtonians 


staid sensibly at home and 
exercised their minds in 
devising means for keeping 
their bodies cool.”” 

The Pantagraph also reported 
the mercury in St. Louis 
“standing for hours at 104 in the 
shade and not a breath.of air 
stirring.” The heat did not 
discourage the visitors, 
however, and the Illinois State 
Journal of Springfield said that 
“the vast net work of railroads 
centering at St. Louis was 
covered with excursion 
trains...It is believed that not 
Jess than 190,000 persons were 
present.”

Louis bridge was celebrated 
with great pomp and display. 
The ion was joined by all 
the military and civic 
organizations...It was about 
twelve miles long (and) five 
hours passing the speakers 
stand.” 

The bridge was christened 
with water from the Atlantic 
and Pacific oceans, the Gulf of 
Mexico,-and the Great Lakes— 
poured from silver pitchers. 
The first of the dedication 
speakers on the platform at the 
east end of the structure was 
Illinois Gov. John L. Beveridge. 
He was followed by the 
governors of Missouri and 
Indiana and by Capt. James B. 
Eads, designer of the bridge. 

The only disappointment of 
the celebration was the 
evening's fireworks display 
which was dwarfed by the size 
of the bridge and won 
unanimous newspaper 
criticism. 

The most caustic account was 
printed by the Bloomington 
Pantagraph, which said that 
“The bridge fireworks were a 
first class fraud...The only 
sight aside from the bridge 
itself worth seeing was the vast 
crowd; all the rest was little 
else than humbug.” 

Most of the state’s other 
citizens went to the ‘grand old 
woods” for picnics. The crowds, 
the Rock Island Argus stated, 
were “variously estimated 
from 2,000 to 5,000, according to 
the magnifying power of the 
glasses worn.” 

At those gatherings where 
there was a speaker's stand the 
reading of the Declafation of 
Independence was an essential 
part of the program. 

Other essentials of the day's 
festivities were fireworks of all 
kinds—but they were 
unanimously condemned by the 
newspapers. The Chicago 
Evening Journal said ‘The 
Mayor issued a proclamation 
‘against the use of fireworks in 
the city on the Fourth. The 
order was unheeded by every 
‘little shaver’ in town. Now, the 
query is: Who runs the city—the 
Mayor, the Aldermen, or the 
small boys?”” 

On another page, the same 
paper carried the story of a 13- 
year-old boy killed by a 
homemade “volcano” and a 
long list of those injured in other 
incidents. The Peoria Tran- 
script reported that ‘‘At Pon- 
tiac,...a fire caused by a fire 
cracker entirely destroyed the

to year, but data gathered by 
the U.S. Department of Com- 
merce’s Environmental Science 
Services Administration puts 
the U. S. average death toll at 
about 150 persons per year. 
Another 250 are injured and 
property lesses related to 
lightning are estimated at $100 
million annually. 

Most persons in rural areas 
have seen the destructive 
results of lightning bolts — 
shattered utility poles, dead 
cattle beside a wire fence or 
under a tall, sheltering tree, a 
large tree burst open, a building 
on fire. Lightning-caused 
deaths of or livestock 
make news all too often. 

This was dramatically 
brought to public attention 
recently in the lightning elec- 
trocutions of four young high 
school women and two golfers in 
the™St. Louis area. None 
remembered or did not know 
about suggested safety rules to 
follow when a thunderstorm 
approached them. 

‘There are various forms of 
lightning, but streak lightning 
oceurring in single or multiple 
lines from the clouds to the 
ground is seen most often. It 
results from a buildup of op- 
posing electrical charges in the 
storm clouds and the ground. 

Generally positive charges 
build up in the ground and 
negative charges collect in the 
clouds in the vicinity of the 
storm area. The ground charges 
follow the storm and flow up 
buildings, trees, and other tall 
objects— even people —+o try 
to make contact with the clouds’ 
negative charges.

‘Tall objects in the open make 
good conductors for the 
negative-to-positive flow-in a 
bolt of lightning. It may 
amount to as much as 100 
million volts of electricity for 
just an instant. 

Paterson says a general 
safety rule for anyone during a 
thunderstorm is to keep from 
serving as a lightning rod for 
such-a bolt. If you’re outdoors, 
head for a suitable shelter when 
@ thunderstorm approaches: 
Stay away from fences, utility 
lines, or anything fabricated of 
steel, such as farm machinery 
and other metal equipment. 

If you're out in a boat or 
fishing with a metal rod, head 
for shore and shelter before a 
summer thunderstorm breaks. 
Walking in an open field 
(especially on high ground) or 
playing golf on an open course 
invites a bolt of lightning. 

Never seek shelter under an 
isolated tree in a field or near a 
tall tree in a wooded area 
during a thunderstorm. If en- 
clesed buildings are not handy 
for shelter as the storm ap- 
proaches, the next best 

ion is a cave, a ditch, a 
clump of bushes in open forest 
glades, or crouching in the 
lowest part of the field. Persons 
in the open who begin feeling 
tingling skin or hair standing on 
end should drop to the ground at 
once to avoid further buildup of 
an electrical charge that 
forewarns a likely lightning 
strike. 

‘Automobiles provide ex- 
cellent protection from light- 
ning. A building protected by 
lightning rods is reasonably 
safe for shelter during a 
thunderstorm. Persons should 
stay indoors during the thun- 
derstorm and stay away from 
open doors and windows ‘with 
metal screens; from fireplaces 
or stoves; metal plumbing 
fixtures; connected electrical 
appliances. Don’t use the 
telephone during a storm. Don’t 
try to retrieve the laundry from 
an outside metal clothesline 
when lightning is a possibility. 

Persons struck by lightning 
receive a severe electric shock 
and also may be burned. A 
lightning victim sometimes 
may be revived by immediately 
applying artificial respiration. 
He can be handled safely at 
once because persons struck,by 
lightning do not carry an 
electrical charge.

U.S. Congressman Melvin 
Price (D-23rd District) told a 
Washington energy conference 
that the nation’s energy in- 
dependence plans must be set 
out in a “living document” and 
called for Congressional 
reorganization to deal with the 
energy challenge. 

Rep. Price, chairman of the 
Joint Committee on Atomic 
Energy, said it is time ‘‘to move 
to the ‘action stage’ and leave 
the ‘study stage’ behind us. 

“Our major emphasis in 
Project Independence must be 
placed on proven technologies 
in which we have high con- 
fidence,” he said, asserting that 
“Such a realistic approach 
should result in significant 
increased domestic energy 
production over the next decade 
or so with a high degree of 
surety.” 

“Specifically,” he continued, 
“we must work hardest toward 
greater utilization of existing 
and planned nuclear and coal- 
fired electric power plants. We

Walker releases second 
June state aid payments 


Gov. Dan Walker has 
released a second set of June 
payments of state aid to the 
1,054 local school districts, to 
help districts that otherwise 
might have experienced cash 
shortages as they close out their 
current fiscal year. 

The release brings the total of 
June payments to school 
districts to $135.7 million. The 
regular payment was released 
June 15. 

Gov. Walker said: 

“The monthly state aid 
payments to local schools are 
usually sent the following 
month. But because some 
school districts had been 
planning on receiving their 
June payment in June this year 
instead of July, they might have 
been in a cash flow pinch if we 
followed normal procedure. 

“We don’t want the schools, to 
find themselves in a cash bind 
this month as they close out 
their fiscal years. So I am 
releasing both payments this 
month."” 

The regular schedule of 
school aid payments was 
thrown awry in fiscal 1973, when 
payments for two months went 
to the districts during the same

That’s a lot of programs, and 
to make it easier to find in- 
formation about each one, the 
department has compiled 
“Services and Programs 
Profile for Ilinois Senior 
Citizens."” 

“The Department and _ its 
Technical Advisory Committee, 
chaired by Lt. Gov. Neil Har- 
tigan, have compiled a booklet 
listing all state government 
administered programs which 
affect the quality of life for the 
elderly,” explained Irving 
Dilliard, director of the 
department. 

‘Another booklet, Part II of the 
Profile, will detail, county by 
county, all services for seniors 


emphasizing local government 
and the voluntary sectors’ 
efforts. Part [I will contain a 
description of the elderly’s 
needs in the fields of income, 
maintenance, housing, health, 
transportation, nutrition, social 
services and recreation. 

“Tt is our intent that the 
completed efforts will enable 
the Department, the Committee 
and members of the General 
Assembly to plan more ef- 
fectively the use of our state’s 
resources for services for the 
state’s elderly,” _ stated 
Hartigan in the booklet’s in- 
troduction.
